Branch Will Likely Be Built From Nathport 


To Zanesville— Boscoe Situation 


Beiflf Considered. 
. 


Coshocton has heard much of elec- 


tric lines and has seen nothing of 
them so far as the city is concerned, 
but the parties who are behind the 
project to build a road between this 
city and Newark are pleased with the 
route and prospects and propose to 
push it. They forsee some difficulties 
already, but will be prepared to meet 
them. 


"Mr. Prangshaw, the civil engineer 


sent out by the interested parties, 
was in Newark this week, and went 
over the southern end of the route," 
said a member of the company to 
THE AGE. He was accompanied by a 
Newark man who is deeply interested, 
and they spent the time looking for 
spots where changes could be made to 
advantage and interviewing the peo- 
ple. The route was just to the engi- 
neer's liking and he knows something 
of electric Hnes, having built 
the 


Cincinnati, Evansville and Aurora 
road last summer. The right of way 
has all been secured, and the purpose 
of interviewing the people was to 
know their view. They aie delighted 
with the prospect and believe the line 
will increase the value of their prop 
erty as well as afford them convenient 
means of transportation. 
They also 


went over a rout* from Nashport to 
Zanesville as the company is thinking 
of building a line to that place. Tha 
will cover the ground very well, I 
think, and will give us a big popu- 
lation from which to draw business. 


"We will not bid for a franchise 


next Tuesday under the ordinance 
passed by council regulating electric 
railways in Coshocton. Our right of 
way is to the center of Boscoe and we 
can stop there if the city will not let 
us in. Application for a franchise in 
Licking, Muskingum and Coshocton 
counties will soon be made." 


The gentleman had nothing to say 


regarding the admission of Roscoe to 
Cosbocton, but when that takes place 
there will arise a complication. 
The 


law gov^rningCoshocton will of course 
apply to Roscoe, and if the company 
does not succed in having its grading 
done and rails down before the village 
becomes a part of this place it must 
submit to the provisions of the origi- 
nal ordinance.
